heads during its delivery. A painful pause of a 
few munutes’ duration ensued; then Senator 
Anthony, of Rhode Island, in a broken voice made 
the official announcement of the death of Mr. 
Sumner. This painful duty would have devolved 
upon Senator Boutwell had be been present, but, 
he being quite ill at his residence, Mr. Anthony, 
at Mr. Boutwell’s request, delivered the few 
necessary words, supplementing them with s 
resolution for the appointment of appropriate 
committees.
